111., under 
w ater; New Madrid, Mo., swept away 
by waters from the Mississippi, and a 
portion of the city of Memphis itself 
under six feet of water. 
Confirmatory of this fear comes a 
report from Kansas City, Mo., stating 
the crest of the flood is passing a foot 
abov e tha danger mark, which means 
th at the Mississippi will be swollen 
still 
further. 
The Wabash, 
Illinois 
and Missouri are also abov e the flood 
sta g es. 
The breaking of the riv er lev ee at 
Hickman, Ky„ to some extent reliev ed 
the strain at Cairo, 111., and encour­ 
aged citizens to hope that the worst 
is ov er. 
Work of building up the 
lev ees was renewed with fresh v igor. 
Half the women of the town hav e 
jo ined in the work of supplying hot 
coffee and lunches, working day and 
night in relays, while the men toll on 
the 
banks.

ha v e prepa red for the worst by mov ing 
their

FIGHTING IT OUT 


Without Any Ev ident Appreciation of 
the Awfulnes* of Her Bloody Work, 
Louisiana Negress Calmly Tells the 
Officers How She Secured the Hu­ 
man 
Blood 
Needful 
For 
Voodoo 
Band's Dreadful Ritual. 


I^afayette, La.. April 3.—Clementine 
Rarnabet, a negress under arrest here, 
has, in a most amazing confession, 
cleared the mystery th at has surround­ 
ed the murders of sev enteen negroes 
in western Louisiana and has giv en 
clues which are e x a c te d to fix the 
guilt for eighteen others in this state 
and Texas, which hav e been charged 
to the mysterious “ax m an.” 
Calmly and without any ev ident ap­ 
preciation of the aw fulness 
of her 
bloody work, the negress related in 
detail how she slew each family, the 
methods she pursued in escaping de­ 
tection, and the aid she had in carry­ 
ing out her plans. 
Yet. while Clem­ 
entine was willing to tell her own part 
in these crimes freely, she has ev aded 
ev ery effort of the authorities to learn 
the other members of the fanatical 
band who assisted her in some of the 
crimes she committed and who are be­ 
liev ed to lie responsible for the other 
m urders 
at 
Lake 
Charles 
and 
in 
Texas. 
She declared that she killed the four 
members of the Randell family, who 
met death here last Nov ember, four 
members of the Andrus family, who 
were killed her a year ago last Feb­ 
ruary; fiv e negroes at Rayne, and four 
negroes at Croatley. 
The other v ic­ 
tims at Lake Charles and in Texas, 
who were killed since her arrest, were 
slain In exactly the sam e manner, and 
the authorities think that they were 
the v ictims of the unnam ed members 
of the hand of fanatics that aided her 
in part of her bloody work. 
Throughout the succession of mur 
den* the theory of the authorities has 
been that at! of the negroes who hav e 
been killed were the v ictims of one 
band of fanatics, or of one indiv idual 
fanatic, and that they were members 
of the “Church of Sacrifice” 
This is 
a mysterious negro sect th at is said 
to believ e in the sacrifice of human 
liv es as a means of securing imraor 
tality. 
The theory is in part borne 
out by the confession of the woman, 
though the authorities believ e that she 
was driv en to her bloody work through 
the interpretation she placed on the 
exhortations of some preacher of the 
“sacrifice sect.” 
Before engaging in any of these 
crimes Clementine armed herself with 
a “v oodoo” which 
she got from a 
preacher, and which she and other 
mem bers of her hand were assured 
would protect them from the law, 
A peculiar feature of the case is 
that Raymond Barnabet, her father, 
was conv icted of the m inder of the 
Andrus family, she being the chief wit­ 
ness against him. 
Raymond was sen 
tenced to be hanged, but has been 
granted a new trial. She now declares 
that her father is entirely innocent of 
the crime.
